FOOLISH MOVE FOR THE CITY. 

As a by-product of its splendid munic- 
ipal aqueduct system our city of Los Ange- 
les is possessed of a wealth of undeveloped 


electrical power. Now comes the crucial. 


question whether this asset shall be con- 
served and made profitable through a wise 
business policy or whether it shall be frit- 
tered away in vain attempt to “get even” 
for fancied grievances which certain citi- 
zens hold against the existing electric light 
and power companiés. It has developed into 


‘a combat between passion and prudence, 


between jaundice and judgment. 

History has written as the epitaph of the 
nineteenth century the word PROGRESS; 
in the sixteenth year of the new century 
we find ourselves in the midst of a retro- 
grade movement. Passion has usurped the 
seat of judgment and over three-quarters of 
the globe the terms might and right have 
again become synonymous. While Los An- 
geles has not yet been drawn into this 


vortex, we have, neverthelets, felt the | 


breath of the loosed winds of passion. We 
have made a splendid municipal rec- 
ord in securing our water system and 
developing it by bringing the snows of the 
mountain tops to the once parched lips of 


our now rose-entwined municipality. But 


the power that makes can also mar. We 


have not achieved this result without a. 
struggle; every home -in Los Angeles has 


been mortgaged, and mortgaged heavily; 
we are now paying a half-million dollars 
a month in direct taxes and a second half- 
million in special assessments. This means 
an average tribute of $6 a month from 
every bread winner in the city of Los Ange- 
les; it means that the average producer 
contributes five weeks’ work out of every 
fifty-two in payment of municipal taxes and 
8 assessments. Is this load so light 
we can afford to increase it with fur- 
ther bonds to be redeemed and further taxes 
to enable a few disgruntled ones to cry 
R-E-V-E-N-G-E. 

That a policy of duplicating electric light 
or. power for municipal peddling would be 
ruinous is so fundamental a proposition that 
affirmative argument’is almost superf=ous. 


One of the ideals of our American common- | 


wealth has been to render the terms public 


business and good business synonymous. Un- 


der such action as this proposal contem- 
plates they would become opposites. Power 
is conferred upon the State Railroad Com- 
mission by statute to prevent such duplica- 
tion by private companies, and the present 
commission has established a fixed rule 


that no new power company may invade the 


territory supplied by an existing company. 
The reason for this is elementary; the Rail- 
road Commission fixes the rates for serv- 
ice of the light and power companies, the 
commission knows that duplication is a 
needless expense that would affect injuri- 


ig no legal redress. There is a statute pro- 
hibiting the construction of spite fences by 
private individuais, but a freeholder’s city 
is above the law. | 
There is a State statute, however, which 
fixes a limit of bonded indebtedness for real 
and personal property, and Los Angeles is 
near this limit. The city is not financially 
able to parallel existing service at this time, 
and if our increase in assessed values in the 
near future would permit this, we would 
still be unable to make the necessary exten-, 
sions. 

But suppose the lines were builded; then 
would come a ruinous competition with the 


existing companies; -heavy losses for the 


city would inevitably follow, to be made up 
by more taxation on suffering property-hold- 
ers. This has been thoroughly tried else- 
where. A few years ago the city of Glas- 


gow, that wonder city of the municipal So- 


Cialists, tried experiment with its tele 
phone service. Not liking the price asked 
by the private companies for their holdings, 
the city sought to duplicate them. After 
five years of ruinous competition, during 
which the city was reduced to the extremity 
of placing its pay stations in public lavato- 
ries to save rent, the competition ended by 
the city selling its telephone service for the 
cost of , making up the loss 
This is the result of auch 
competition on the part of a city that is 
heralded as having made a success of mu- 
nicipal Socialism on the part of a people 
whose honesty and economy are proverbial. 
Are political conditions in Los Angeles such 
that we could hope for a more happy end- 
ing? 

Municipal Socialism under the most fa- 
vyorable circumstances fails much oftener 
than it wins. The most corrupting influence 
fa Philadelphia politics in the last twenty 
years has been its municipal gas works. 
Last year it wrecked Philadelphia's reform 
administration. The reformers had prom- 
ised te give the people 75-cent gas. But 
when the Council had passed the enabling 
ordinance the: reform Mayor was forced to 
veto it because it would have meant & loss 
of pearly $1,000,000 in revenue, and there 
was no way to make up the deficit except 
by a direct tax. The taxpayers got the 
scalp of their reform Mayor at the last elec- 


tion, but they didn’t get 75-cent gas. Chi-

Hoping It Will Strike. 
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AUSES OF THE WAR. 
In estimating the probebilities of peace 
in Europe there should be taken into con- 


‘sideration not merely the concrete acts 


which the war, but its underly- 
ing causes. These fundamental influences 
will be found in the divergent racial and 
political interests and aspirations of the 
Slavs and Teutons. 

Russia as a Slav nation exercised a pre- 


' dominant influence in the Balkan states. 


Under this influence Serbia favored a Pan- 

Slavic propaganda to reduce Austrian influ- 

ence in the Balkans with the hope of break- 

ing up the Austrian empire by internal dis- 
resulting 


Serbia. 

Austria-Hungary has a population of both 
Slavs and Teutons, the former constituting 
the great majority. The Teutons by racfal 
ties are allied with Germany, and the Slavs 
with Russia. These conditions menaced the 


very existence of the Austro-Hungarian Em- 


pire and have to an extent lessened,’ and 


sometimes almost paralyzed, the movements 
of its forces during the war. 


The assassination of the Austrian Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand and his wife on 


June 28, 1914, at Bosnia was a Pan-Slavic 


act which Austria—backed by Germany— 
declared was instigated by the Serbian gov- 
ernment, 

On July 23, 1914, less than a month after 
the assassination, Austria made formal de 


mands upon Serbia to which a reply within 
.two days was. required. These demands 
were: 


(1.) That the Serbian government give 

a formal assurance that it cotidemns 

Serb propaganda against the monarchy. 

(2.) That a declaration expressing this 

condemnation be published on the front 

page of the Serbian Official Journal of

That the decirration shal] also 

express regret that Serbian officers and

(5.) That this declaration be simulta-” 
neously communicated by the King of 
Serbia to his army as an order of the 
day and be published in the official] bul- 
letin of the army. 

(6.) That all Serbian publications. 
which incite to hatred and contempt of 
be suppressed. 

(7.) That the society styled: the Na- 
rodna Obrana (National Union) be dis- 
solved and its means of propaganda con- 
fiscated. 

(8.) That teachers and methods of 
education in Serbia which tend to fo- 
ment feeling against Austria-Hungary 
be eliminated. 

(9.) That all officers and officials 
guilty of propaganda against Austria- 
Hungary be dismiased from the service, 
the Austro-Hungarian government reserv- 
ing to itself the right to communicate 
to Serbia the names and doings of such 
officers and officials. 


Humiliating as were some of these de- 


mands, they were promptly and uncondi- 


tionally accepted by Serbia. 

But the tenth demand was more than ab- 
ject Serbia could stomach. It was prac- 
tically a surrender of the courts and a part 
of the executive machinery of the Serbian 


government to Austria-Hungary. It read as 
follows:

At that time there was a Triple Alliance 
of Germany, Austria and Italy, but Italy 
(which has always been a “Fortune's cham- 
pion, ever strong upon the stronger side,”) 
at once backed out of the Triple Alliance 
and subsequently, seeing an opportunity for 
looting Austria, joined the allied powers. 
Japan, as England's ally, ‘declared war 
against Germany and Austria-Hungary, as 
Germany's ally declared war against Japan. 
Turkey, moved by her ingrained hostility to 
Russia, joined Germany and Austria. 

A singular feature of the great war was 
the absence of diplomatic preliminaries, 
Between the protocol of Austria to Serbia 
presented July 23 and the declaration of 
war by Austria on July 28 only five days 
elapsed. Nine days later Austria declared 
war against Russia. One day later German 
troops entered Liege. The next day French 
troops entered Alsace-Lorraine, Four days 


| later—August 12—Great Britain declared 


war upon Austria-Hungary. 
Thus in twenty days from the time of 


‘Austria’s first demand upon Serbia nine 


great European nations were engaged in 
the bloodiest war that has ever occurred in 
the history of the world. In the ghastly 


struggle fourteen million soldiers have been 


engaged, five millions have been killed or 


disabled and sixty billions of dollars of in- 


debtedness have been inourred—the repu- 
diation of much pf which is inevitable. 
And the end is not yet. 


OT “DROWNED.” 
A man who was “drowned” at Hermosa 
Beach, Cal., the other day, was revived 


after the use of a pulmotor and methods 


of resuscitation for an“hour and a half. 
This is an unusual length of time for per. 
severance after one is “dead,” but it would 
seem as though wide publicity should be 
given to the resuscitation. It may te that 
many a person taken from the water at 
seaside or lakeside tm an unconscious con- 


» dition has been buried as “dead” when he 


was not dead. It may be that “drowning” 
causes a comatose condition of the body 
which resists recuperation longer than 


other comatose conditions. ‘The plain sug- 


gestion is that efforts to resuscitate those 
who have succumbed.to exhaustion in sea, 
lake or river should be continued long 
after the time when there is “no hope.” 
The newspapers at seaside resorts through- 
out the United States can possibly save 
life by publishing these facts. Has any 
one ever been “dead” from drowning more 
than ninety minutes and been revived?
